Now it is* proposed to reclaim su ch 
waste land by planting trees on each 
bank. 
If forest trees are planted, 
su ch species shou ld be selected a- 
grow a deep root 
sy stem, 
produ ce 
little shade and hav e a high eomer- 
cial v alu e, su ch as 
Black 
Walnu t, 
✓ 
Ash, Hickory and Poplar. 
Orchard 
trees wou ld hav e the adv antage ov er 
forest trees in that they wou ld not 
grow so tall and wou ld shade the ad­ 
jacent land less. If the ditch and its 
banks are narrow, the banks cou ld be 
planted with peach and plu m trees. 
Pv planting trees, not only wou ld 
the waste land be made remu nera­ 
tiv e, bu t the trees •wou ld 
assist 
in 
holding the banks. When these ditch­ 
es were du g the sides were left v ery 
steep and su bsequ ent 
rains, 
alter­ 
nate freezing and thawing hav e loos­ 
ened thou sands of tons of earth from 
the sides of the ditches, which lias in 
a greater part 
washed 
away and 
the remainder deposited at the bot­ 
tom of the ditch to increase the cost 
of cleaning it ou t. 
In the spring of 
the y ear it is not an u nu su al thing to 
see a stretch of bank a foot in width 
dip into the ditch, and be lost f< r- 
ev er. 
Wise landowners will see that 
ditch banks are protected by planting 
some kind of trees, shru bs or v ine 
whose roots will hold the banks and 
whose wood or fru it will be of v alu e. 
Bu t the state law say s owners of 
land throu gh which an 
open 
ditch 
ru ns shall remov e 
all 
bru sh 
and 
weeds from the banks of that part of 
the ditch throu gh the lands, owned by 
them respectiv ely , du ring the month 
of Ju ly of each y ear.” The intent of 
this clau se was to prev ent the ditch 
filling u p, bu t the contrary is tru e. 
The trees assist in prev enting the 
banks from cav ing in, and stop lot 
of ru bbish that w*ou ld otherwise blow 
into the dftch. 
It is easier to elean 
a few leav es ou t of the ditch than to 
shov el ou t tons of mu d, and to be de­ 
priv ed of the u se of the grou nd along 
y ou r dkches.

The 
California 
state 
insectary , 
which has been of su ch great help to 
farmers, gardners and fru it growers 
of the state, is described in an in­ 
teresting illu strated 
article in 
the 
Febru ary Popu lar Mechanics Maga­ 
zine. 
The institu tion collects, breeds 
and distribu tes beneficial insects u p­ 
on a scale nev er attempted any where 
else in the w*orld. 
The breeding of beneficial insects 
ir really a less complicated matter 
than might he su pposed. 
All that is 
necessary is a few* specimens of the 
insect and an abu ndant su pply of its 
appropriate food. 
Then if the right 
conditions of heat, light and v entila­ 
tion are su pplied, the enormou s re­ 
produ ctiv e powers of the insects may 
be tru sted to take care of the rest. 
The scientists in charge of the in­ 
secretary keep the eggs, larv ae and 
matu red insects of all known bene­ 
ficial species of importance in the 
state in “cold storage,” that is to say 
at a temperatu re that will keep them 
dormant, withou t inju ring their v i­ 
tality . Whenev er a seriou s ou tbreak 
of any pest insect is reported in any 
part of the State the first thing nec­ 
essary at the insectarv is to secu re 
pest-infected leav es, twigs or fru it. 
These are placed in breeding cages 
along with 
the 
beneficial 
insect 
known to be the natu ral enemy of 
that particu lar pest, and the temper­ 
atu re regu lated to the proper degree 
for insect dev elopment. The benefi­ 
cial insects at once become activ e; 
and, finding an abu ndance of their 
appropriate food, they mu ltiply with 
great rapidity . 
Within a v ery few 
day s after receiv ing notice 
of 
the 
ou tbreak of the pest, the parasitolo­ 
gists of the insectarv are ready to 
ship colonies nu mbering thou sands of 
the insect which is best calcu lated to 
bring the pest u nder su bjection.
